It is for the benefit of thiose who 
have not the time or opporlunity or 
perhaps the inclination to study the 
philosophy of the new econc.nics 
that this article is written, and ip 
the hope that some points in the 
Social Credit system may be made 
clearer to them. 

To begin with, thers is only one 
Social Credit System and it. was 
founded by Major C. H. Douglas. 
The system, however, is very flex- 
ible and can be used under many 
different plans. In fact a different 
plan of adopting it is required ac- 
cording to the dofferent industries 
that are carried on in the country 
or section of the country that may 
mant to adopt it. These plans may 
be made by anybody that thoroughly 
understands the system and can 
figure out the best way of applying 
it to the country or section of the 
country under consideration, Mr. 
Aberhart, who is a real student and 
has real mathematical ability shouls 
be an ideal man to make a_ plan 
for Alberta. He knows the Douglas 
System of Social Credit as well as 
Douglas knows it himself, and he 
knows conditions in Alberta much 
better. But it doesn’t matter in 
the least who makes the plan as ii 
will be checked and if necessary cor- 
nected by Major Dougias before i, 
is adopted by any government. 

The important things in Social 


Credit are the principles upon which 


the system is built, and if these are 
found to be without fault no one 
‘should condemn it, because the man 
in Alberta who is to1emost in pro- 
claiming it, differs with many in his 
religious and political beliefs. Such 
amallness of mind would greatly re- 
tard progress. oy 

The system arises from a belief 
that Holy Willey was all wrong in 
his assumption that God created one 
for Tieaven and ten for Heil and for 
his glory, ‘That it was not God’s pur- 
pose that man should suffer, but 
that all should enjoy the bountiful 
provision he has made for their tem- 
poral as well as their eternal iwel- 
fare, 

Acting on this belief, Major Doug- 
las as an engineer, began to study 
the situation. He saw abundance of 
everything that the people could rea- 
sonably desire and yet. there was suf- 
fering and want on every hand, He 
soon discovered that the whole trouble 
mias in the distributing system: which 
is in reality the financal system and 
his engineering mind immediately 
began to work on anotier system 
that would overcome the difficulty. 

Like all good engineers his first 
care was to get solid bottom for the 
foundation of his structure and here 
fs what he decided upn: 

1, National money. 

2. National dividends. 

8, A just price. 

You will see at once that the bed- 
rock is democracy and the foundation 
piers, or principles, are ownership, 
co-operation and justice On these 
three principles he builds the system 
of Social Credit. 

Now, national money simply means 
regaining for the nation the owmer- 
ehip of its own credit, 

The banking system controls this 
evedit at the present time, and has | 
‘a monopoly on creating credit money. 
The money, therefore, belongs to 
the banks and the nation is obliged 
to borrow it from them or do with- | 
out it. Borrowed money, of course, 
has to be paid back with interest, and | 
consequently the few who have shnres | 
in the banking business are the only 
ones who receive direct benefit from 
‘the nations credit. 

Major Douglas justly claims that 
this credit, which has been built up 
by the nation, rightly belongs to

for only a few people, He, therefore, 
makes ownership of credit which is 
the basis of ownership of moncy, the 
irst principle in hjs Social Credit 
scheme. There are four things about 
which we do not need to argue as 
hey are self evident: 

(1) That consumption cannot cs) 
-inue long without production, 

(2) That production cannot con- 
inue long without consumption, i.e., 
an outlet. 

(3) That the two should go hand in 
anand, or in other words, they should 
co-operate. 

(4) The use of power driven ma- 
chinery has made it possible, under the 
present system for production, to 
leave consumption far behind, and 
without its aid production must stop, 
resulting in a tie up of business which 
is really the cause of the depression. 

Major Douglas in his A and B 
Theorem gives clear and ample proof 
that the reason consumption has been 
left behind at all, is because pro- 
duction does not leave enough money 
in its trail to buy the goods it has 
produced at the price it demands for 
them. 

Bearing in mind that he first pro- 
poses to get control of the national 
credit, he now proposes to use thas 
credit to subsidise consumption by 
means of dividends to consumers, so 
they will be able to co-operate with 
preducers by taking delivery of goods 
as and when produced and thus keep 
industry constantly in motion. Co- 
operation is, therefore, his second 
principle, and this co-operation is 
made possible by the use that can be 
made of national credit when_it is 
owned by the nation. 

The application of these two prin- 
ciples, however, would still leave 
the consumer open to exploitaiion 
by the producer or dealer. To make 
this impossible the principle of justice 
is required and he makes it the third 
and final pier in the foundation of his 
system. ‘He calls it the just price and 
it protects the producer, the consum- 
er and the distributor alike, No in- 
justice can be done to any one under 
this system, 

Who says it wont work? Can a 
system based on euch principles fail 
to work? 

In studying it, however, one must 
always remember that the money 
that will be used belongs to the peo- 
ple themselves, Not to a bank, That 
money will be created on the basis

Mr. Vaughan S. Kimpton was unan- 
injously elected candidate to repre- 
sent the Liberal party for the Glei- 
chen Constituency in the forth coming 
provincial election. 


There was a goodly number present 
and the feeling of the delegates, con- 
fidence in their candidate, their party 
and their hope of success was quite 
‘apparent, dispite the chilly atmos- 
phere of the hall, C, R. Clemons was 
elected chairman. 


Following the reading and adopting 
of the report of the secretary- treas- 
urer, Mr C. R. Walrod tendered his 
resignation on account of pressure 
of work, owing to his candidacy in 
the federal election and T. J. Kildee 
was chosen to succeed Mr. Walroa 
as secretary-treasurer, 

W, R. Howson gave a detailed ac- 
count of the electoral fields and the 
candidates already appointed. These 
men cover a wide variety of work 
and interests, and will certainly 
make for a better representation of 
the people as a whole, 

The chief business of the afternoon 
was the selection of the candidate. 
Mr. Kimpton was proposed by Mr. 
Mallet of Keoma and seconded by H. 
Groves of Strathmore, no other nom- 
inations being made, Mr. Kimpton 
‘was elected by acclamation. In a 
brief address expressing his apprec- 
iation of the honor done him, Mr. 
Kimpton declared himself a Liberal,

The evening meeting was well at- 
tended and very informative address- 
es given by Dr. F, W. Gershaw, M.P., 
for Medicine Hat; Mr. W. Church- 
hill of Calgary; Leader Howson.

Dr Gershaw paid a tribute to the 
sincerity of Mackenzie King.

Old age pensions to be given at 
55 and thus release more positions 
for young men and women; pensions 
for the blind, disabled soldiers and 
help in education given tio bright 
students. Dr. Gershaw said highi tar- 
iffs are strangling trade. He closed 
with a strong plea for equal opportun- 
ity for all. 

A very clear exposition of the mon- 
etary system was given by Mr. 
Churchill of the C.C.I., Calgary. It is 
likely this address will be printed 
and circulated generally, hence we 
will omit further comment of this 
able exposition. 

Leader Howson in opening his 
clear and forceful address brought 
greetings from the Peace River Leg- 
ion to comrades of the Strathmore 
branch, He paid high tribute to the 
spirit of the youth gathered at the re- 
cent, conference in Calgary and said 
they are putting up a fight for human- 
ity in peace times as great as those 
during war years. Mir. Howson said 
thle monetary refonm necessary mill 
be brought about by youth. The older 
generation must give all possible help 
to enable them to carry on until em- 
ancipation is completed and life for 
thousands of people changed from a 
condition of want to plenty. This is 
the big job for all; to remove those 
causes of depression and so serve hu- 
manity. 

Leader Howson gave figures of the 
financial state of the province show- 
ing failure ahead if no improvement 
jin financial legislation, He dealt 
minutely with the Liberal platform.

Enid Bagnold’s first novel in ten 
years ‘“‘National Velvet” has been 
published in New York. In private 
life she is Lady Jones, wife of Sir 
Roderick Jones. 

The history of her first book, “A 
Diary Without Dates,’ is a curious 
one. When the war broke out, she 
became a Voluntary Aid detachment 
nurse in a military hospital in Eng- 
land and wrote a book on her ex- 
periences there, She had two copies 
of this book bound by hand as Christ- 
mas gifts for Prince Emmanuel Bib- 
esco and the poet Ralph Hodgson. 

Upon Prince Bibesco’s insistence, 
she sent the book to a publishing 
firm, who lost it. There was noth- 
ing to do but to send to Hodgson, 
who was in the trenches, for the 
other copy. 

After considerable delay the vol- 
ume was finally published, It was 
given an enthusiastic reception, but 
the morning after publication the 
matron of the hospital sent for Miss 
Bagnold and dismissed her for 
“preach of military discipline.” In- 
cidentally it was “A Diary Without 
Dates,” which led H. G. Wells to pre- 
dict in “The Dream” that Enid Bag- 
nold would be read 2,000 years from 
now. 


Survey Unfavorable 


Area In Northern Saskatchewan Not 
Good Prospecting Field 

The area in Saskatchewan north of 
the Churchill river and between its 
two tributaries, the Murjatik and 
Haultain rivers, was not a favorable 
prospecting field, Dr. F. J. Alcock, of 
the geological survey of Canada, told 
the Ottawa branch of the Engineer- 
ing Institute of Canada at Ottawa. 

The area, covering 2,000 square 
miles, was the subject of a three- 
months’ exploration tour last sum- 
mer, he said, It was made at the 
request of the Saskatchewan depart- 
ment of natural resources. 

For Stamp Collectors 

Stamp collectors in various coun- 
tries are making inquiries about the 
stamps being struck off for Canada 
commemorating the silver jubilee of 
King George V.'’s accession to the 
British throne. The stamp is ready 
for distribution on the opening of 
the celebration in May. The issue 
will remain in circulation until Dee, 
31,

A large number of University of 
Manitoba students will be employed 
this summer in the Manitoba sector 
of the Dominion-wide gold hunt, 
According to word from Ottawa, the

Place Of Birth 

Hannibal, Migsouri, itself a Mark 
Twain museum with its Cardiff Hill, 
its cave, Jackson’s Island and the 
Mississippi, dedicated a museum to 
the memory of the humorist-philoso- 
pher. 

Picking up the story of the life of 
the author, whose restless, impudent 
boyhood needs no better museum 
than the town itself, the building 
contains more than 1,000 momen- 
toes of his career. A wheel from a 
river steamboat, on which he was the 
pilot, is among them. 

Copies of early Hannibal news- 
Papers, on which he was employed, 
recall how the 11-year-old Sammy 
hated school, made his mother prom- 
ise to send him no more, and found 
employment as a printer's apprentice. 

Copies of his first editions, a part 
of the manuscript of ‘Joan of Arc,’’ 
and the original and unpublished 
manuscript of his translation of 
“Strewweltpeter,”’ the German Moth- 
er Goose,’ are among them. 

Nothing, however, gives better evi- 
dénce of the man and his humorous 
outlook on Hfe than the guest book 
from his home at Reading, Conn., 
where he died. In it he wrote the 
names of two burglars who robbed 
the house.

Amusing Episode Of Visit Of Royalty 
1560 Years Ago 


To-day the members of the British 
Royal family are most democratic. 
Tn celebrating the Royal Jubilee the 
British people feel their King and 
Queen are not only their sovereigns 
but their friends, And if this de- 
tracts in any way from the romantic 
atmosphere of royalty it adds in- 
finitely more to the human relation- 
ship—a deeper and warmer bond 
than the merely remote and pic- 
turesque, 

We could never imagine our King 
George and Queen Mary permitting 
such stilted behaviour among their 
personal friends as was exacted 150 
years ago by George III. when he 
paid what was presumably a friendly 
call on Mrs, Delany. The visit is thus 
amusingly described by Agnes Rep- 
plier in her charming book ‘'To Think 
of Tea,”’ 

“When the king entered Mrs, De- 
lany’s parlour, all its occupants ex- 
cept the hostess backed respectfully 
to the wall, and stood there at at- 
tention. Then Miss Post backed out 
of the door and brought in two ex- 
tra candles which she placed on the} 
tables; backed out a second time and 
brought in two more candles which | 
she placed on the pianoforte; backed | 
out a third time, and brought in His 
Majesty's tea on a large salver with 
Sugar and cream, bread and butter, 
cake and a napkin. While he drank 
it she returned to her station by the 
wall. When he had finished, she took 
his cup, backed out of the room a 
fourth time and brought him a fresh 
supply. It was well he did not drink 
sixteen cups in Dr. Johnson’s fashion, 
or Miss Post’s legs would have given 
way under her. Of course no one par- 
took of tea with the king. He drank 
it in solemn state .. . and took his 
departure, leaving the company over- 
whelmed by a profound sense of his 
condescension.” 


Sweepstake Building Burned 


Fire In Dublin Destroys Structure 
Owned By Irish Free State 

The Plaza building in Dublin, 
where prizes are drawn in the Irish 
Hospital Sweepstakes, was swept by 
fire, rumored to be of incendiary 
origin. 

None of the 300 young women em- 
ployed in the building were at work. 
Many of them later joined the throng | 
of spectators and wept as the walls 
of the blazing structure collapsed 
with a tremendous roar. 

‘The elaborately decorated drum 
from which the counterfoils are 
taken in the sweepstakes draw was 
found in the debris, a mass of twisted | 
steel. 

The building, of: frame and brick 
construction, was owned by the 
Saorstat (Irish Free State) govern- 
ment and contained the sweepstakes 
records. It was situated on Abbey 
street, near O'Connell. The sweeps 
draw was held on its second floor in 
a large room once used as a ball- 
room,

Confi dence 
Confidence is the bedrock on which human society rests. The entire 
‘world in all its varied activities is motivated by confidence. Destroy con- 
fidence and our civilization would disappear. It has been long accepted as 
@ truism that there is in life but one absolute certainty, which is death. And, 


#ays one writer, all-other activities, to a large extent, are dependent upon 
confidence for their being. 


There is no word in our language that is more powerful in its full 
meaning, one that carries with it so practical an agency to accomplish our 
desires or to transmute our hopes into realities than that of confidence. It 
has been said that: it is a plant of slow growth. Yet it is one that can be 
nurtured by individuals and groups of individuals and brought to full fruit- 
* age with little effort. It is akin to faith in that faith in a particular proposi- 
tion can be made an actuality by confidence. It is in a measure a question 
of application. Sometimes it is an outgrowth of reason, sometimes instinct, 
but however acquired it is, as stated in our opening sentence, the bedrock 
on which human society rests. 


A home is established on confidence, the confidence a man and a woman 
have in each other which begets respect and love; confidence which children 
have in their parents; confidence which parents seek of their children and 
in turn which they repose in their offspring. Lacking confidence, a home 
would be impossible. 

A successful business can only be built up and maintained where there 
is confidence, the confidence which one partner reposes in another, which 
the shareholders have in their managing executive, which an employer ex- 
tends to his employees, and which employees have for their employers, and 
finally which the business man has in his customers and his customers 
Possess for him. Lacking such confidence, a business will inevitably end 
in bankruptcy. 

So, too, is the life of the community founded in confidence. First there 
must be confidence that there is a future for the community or there will 
be no community because people would not remain to constitute one; people 
who constitute the community group must have confidence in the goodwill, 
ability and enterprise of their associates, otherwise confidence in the a@m- 
munity itself would be lacking. And what is true of the community is true 
of the nation. 

It is not only essential that the citizens of a community or nation 
Possess confidence in themselves and in each other, but it is vitally neces- 
ary that other communities and nations repose confidence in them if they 
are to achieve the greatest success and rise to a proud place in the world. 
When confidence between peoples and nations is lost, the world is headed 
for trouble. 

Furthermore, when a community or nation assumes an attitude or 
adopts a course of action which results in a withdrawal ‘of confidence from 
it, such community or nation is bound to be the sufferer. Once a man 
breaks faith with another he destroys what, after all, is his greatest asset, 
the confidence which his fellow men repose in him. It may have taken a 
long time to win the confidence of others, but by one act it can be quickly 
destroyed and forever lost. And if a community, built up as communities 
are by the confidence that people have given to them, proceeds to evade its 
responsibilities and repudiate its obligations, it thereby destroys its most 
valuable community asset. 

A dollar bill is only valuable because of the confidence which the public 
has in the Government or bank issuing the bill; lacking such confidence the 
piece of paper would be utterly valueless, If a pupil lacks confidence in 
his teacher, the teaching will be largely in vain. The sick patient’s con- 
fidence in the doctor is half the battle to a successful recovery. Lacking 
confidence in the safety of the track, of bridges to be crossed, of the des- 
patcher at the telegraph key, of the trained engineer in the locomotive cab, 
few people could be induced to undertake a railway journey, 

Let the reader consider what his or her own position in life would be if 
they lost all confidence in their fellow citizens, in the institutions of their 
nation, in everything animate and inanimate which surrounds them, They 
would become fit inmates for a madhouse. Without confidence mankind 
simply could not continue to exist. 

Notwithstanding this great truth, the fact remains that through- 
out the world to-day organized efforts are being put forth to destroy con- 
fidence in practically all things. Men and women are asked to place no 
confidence in the existence of God, to abandon their formerly held religious 
beliefs, to reject forms of government which it has taken centuries to de- 
velop, to surrender confidence in themselves, their convictions, abilities, 
initiative and energies, in a word, their individual liberties, and, because 
they no longer have confidence in themselves, to become mere cogs in an 
economic and political machine operated by forces over which they will 
have surrendered all control, 

Lose confidence in yourself and you destroy yourself, because with loss 
of confidence there is loss of self-respect, loss of self-control, loss of ambi- 
tion, loss of initiative and the power to do,

Statistics Show Important Place 
Occupied By Canada’s Railways 
The place which Canada’s railways 

occupy in the Dominion’s affairs is 

strikingly shown in some statistics 

recently released. Last year 66,625,- 

000 tons of freight were transported 

by Canadian railways and 17,952,000 

passengers travelled on their trains. 

The total payroll of Canada’s rail- 

ways for the year amounted to $141,- 

078,000 paid to an average of 119,000 

employees. The railways are one of 

the largest consumers of Canada’s 
coal output. Some figures in this 
respect covering Canadian National 
lines show that out of every dollar of 
the $151,936,078.56 spent last year in 
operating the railway, approximately 

10 cents went for fucl. The fuel bill 

for locomotives amounted to $14,- 

705,092.33 for the year; the water 

bill amounted to $893,700.04. Ap- 

proximately 60 cents out of every 
dollar of expenses went for labor.

light on the extent to which Canada’s 
mining industry has grown. Products 
of the mines constituted the largest 
portion of the total revenue tonnage, 
12,092,546 or 32.7 per cent. Agricul- 
tural products account for 23.1 per 
cent.,, forest products 12.2 per cent., 
animal products 2.7 per cent., miscel- 
laneous 29.8 per cent.

Grading Of Print Butter 


Will Shortly Be In Effect All 
Through West 

Grading of print butter will soon 
be an accomplished fact in Western 
Canada. Hon. D. G. McKenzie, Mani- 
toba Minister of Agriculture, has an- 
nounced that the grading of cream- 
ery print butter sold in that province 
will go into effect June 1, enabling 
legislation having been passed re- 
cently by the province. Similar regu- 
lations are understood to have gone 
into effect in British Columbia and 
Alberta on May 1, and in Saskatche- 
wan on June 1. 

At the present time, under the 
Federal Dairy Industry Act, regula- 
tions provide for the grading and 
sale of all butter, whether in boxes 
or in pound prints, as only first, sec- 
ond, third or no grade, whereas 
formerly only such butter as was 
going on export or into storage was 
so graded.
